I have  the  honour  to  sub-dt  the  iainual  Report  on 
the  Eea3-th  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  Dover  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1958 « 

The  Registrar-General’s  estir.iated  nid-year 
population  v7as  12;,7405  v/hich  is  130  less  tho^i  the  fiyure 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  birth-rate  per  1^000  of  the  population  vas 
18 0 3 compajced  vdth  16.1  in  1957^  and  the  death-rate  10.0 
conpared  with  S.7  for  the  previous  year.  The  correspondiny 
rates  for  Snyland  and  Wales  (1958)  were  16  <.  4 and  11.7 
respectively. 

There  were  fev/er  deodlis  from  cancer  then  in  1957^ 
especially  cancer  of  the  luny^  the  rate  for  vdaicli  v/as 
approxima.tely  half  the  national  averaje  and  is  in  accordance 
with  the  known  fact  that  mortality  from  this  cause  is  lower 
in  rural  0X60.0. 

The  na;iber  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  ye  ox 
was  Is  infant  mortality  rate  of  54.8  per  1^000 

live  births.  This  is  more  than  twice  the  rate  for  1957 
(16.7)  and  considerably  hiyher  than  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wo.le's.  which  was  22.5.  i-xa.lysis  of  these  deo.ths  shov/ed  that 
in  all  but  one  the  cause  of  death  v/as  pr e.i;iaturity^  birth 
injury^  or  congenital  defect.  Vdiereas  the  common  infections 
have  been  largely  overcome  as  a cause  of  infant  deaths ^ the 
problem  of  prematurity  oxd  other  neo-no.tal  hazards  remain. 

The  importance  of  adequate  ante-no.tal  and  obstetrical  care 
cannot  therefore  be  over-ejuphasised. 

Housing  and  genero.l  sanitaxy  conditions  in  the 
area,  received  close  a.ttention  and  the  Council’s  programme 
for  the  elimination  or  remedying  of  unfit  properties 
continued  to  be  the  Department’s  active  concern  tliroughout 
the  year . 

I v/ish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  liembers  of  the 
Public  Health  Comuittee  for  their  interest  and  support 
tliroughout  the  year.  I am  indebted  also  tn  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  his  co-operation  in  the  preparation 
of  this  Report.

Over  98^u  of  the  houses  in  the  Rural  District  are 
supplied  fron  the  public  mains  - Of  the  sixteen  parishes  in 
the  district  fourteen  are  supplied  by  the  I'id  Kent  'Eater 
Company  and  tv/o  by  the  EoUcos  tone  and  Dis  trict  hater  Gompanrr. 

Sight  sa.'-ples  of  v^ater  ^/ere  tohen  from  the  mains 
supply ; and  these  proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

Pour  samples  of  7;ater  v/ere  taken  fron  two  rain 
v/ater  tanks  and  the  results  were  unsatisfactory.  One 
property  served ''by  one  of  the  tanks  v;as  found  to  be  unfit 
for  huj-ian  haJaitation  and  was  dealt  v/ith  by  the  Council  under 
the  Housing  .nt,  1957.  The  occupant  of  the  other  property 
was  informed  that  all  drinking  water  should  be  boiled. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  one  two  main  sev/erage  systems  in  operation 
in  the  area,  serving  pa.rt  of  Temiole  E’.vell  and  Capel-ie- 
Feme,  otherwise  sewa.ge  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  cesspools, 
septic  tanks,  pall  closets  and  chemical  closets.

Work  v/as  commenced  on  the  second  phase  of  the 
Temple  Ewell  sewerage  scheme  to  serve  a further  seventy  five 
pr  opert les . 

The  Council  approved  details  of  the  proposed 
sewerage  scheme  for  the  parish  of  '.Tnitfield  and  a small  part 
of  the  parish  of  Temple  Swell  for  submission  to  the  hinister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Scavenging 


The  collection  and  removal  of  domestic  refuse,  the 
emptying  of  cesspools  and  collection  of  palls  has  been  carried 
out  by  direct  labour,  and  has  v/orked  very  satisfactorily. 

The  number  of  cesspool  emptyings  given  as  a charge 
on  the  rates  was  increased  from  the  1st  April,  1958  in 
respect  of  cesspools  serving  one  property  only,  and  a free 
eraptying  is  given  on  request  three  months  after  the  date  of 
the  last  free  emptying  insteadL  of  six  luonths  an  previously 
given.  VJliere  two  or  more  properties  are  served  by  one 
cesspool  the  nmmber  of  free  emptyings  wa.s  Increased  from 
the  22nd  July,  1958,  so  that  a free  oi.  ptying  is  now  given 
six  weeks  after  the  date  of  the  last  free  emptying  instead 
of  three  months  as  previously  given.

During  the  year  one  hundred  aid  thirteen  houses 
were  inspected  for  housing  defects.  Fourteen  houses  were 
dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  Councils  programme  of 
slum  clearaice  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Kents  dct^ 
1954. 

In  connection  with  improvement  grants ^ twenty 
eight  schemes  for  improveiient  aid  one  for  the  conversion 
of  three  cotta.ges  to  two  vjere  submitted  to  the  Council 
and  twenty  eight  schemes  v/ere  approved.  Total  costs  on 
approved  schemes  amounted  to  D14^060  and  the  costs  on  wliicli 
grants  were  made  amounted  to  £10,746.  Eighteen  schemes 
wrere  completed  during  the  year. 

Fifty  two  new  houses  v/ere  completed  by  private 
enterprise  and  twenty  four  were  under  construction  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

Food  Poisoning 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoniny  were  notified  during 
the  year;  the  patients  were  husband  and  wife  and  the  food 
suspected  was  prepared  and  eaten  by  both  in  the  workshop  of 
the  husband.  The  main  symptoms  were  severe  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting  and  the  duration  of  the  illness  w'as  over  one  v;eek^ 
both  patients  being  admitted  to  IIospitaJL.  Faeces  specimens 
and  food  samples  were  all  negative  and  the  final  diagnosis 
v;as  presumptive  food  poisoning,  a non-specific  infection  of 
unknovai  origin. 


h further  incident  occurred  at  a local  school  when, 
within  twenty  four  hours  of  consuming  a school  dinner,  eleven 
of  the  twenty  seven  taking  the  meal  suffered  from  a mild 
attack  of  vomiting,  the  average  duration  of  the  illness  being 
one  day.  The  meal  v/as  prepared  and  cooked  in  the  kitchen  at 
another  school  and  transported  to  the  place  of  consu.iption 
in  special  heat-retaining  containers.  Samples  of  the 
foodstuffs  were  submitted  for  labora.tory  investigation  and 
a heavy  growth  o.f  micrococci  found  in  a specimen'  of  mutton 
stew  and  potato.
